aud the sight of the fighting captains 
set the tars mao with delight. Notumg 
could restrain men- enthusiasm, ami 
round al ter round of cheer* greeted the 
apt carane© of these officers. 
Governor Roo evelt was assistant sec­ 
retary of the navy when Dewey was 
sent to tile command of tile Asiatic 
squadron, ami General Greene, who 
served in the Philippines, is a fiersoual 
friend ot tile admiral ut many years' 
standing. 
I ne signt of toe captains 
who were with him during the stress ot 
that hot day in Manila bay was good 
for the adm iral's eyes, so that altogether 
Admiral Dewey seemed to enjoy this 
official visit.
